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Continuation of 3c. In the response after final (2/18/2005), the applicant argues that Jaraczewski reference fails to disclose that the 
adjacent raised shapes are separated when the shaft is not being torqued and where at least two adjacent raised shapes move toward 
one another when the shaft is torqued. The examiner, respectfully, disagrees. It is noted that a raised/tread pattern (as best seen in fig. 
2, element 14 is described as a braided material or tread pattern) disposes on the outer surface. The raised/tread pattern comprises a 
plurality of diamond shapes (the pitch angle of element 14 can be characterized as a diamond shape). Note that the catheter of 
Jaraczewski in fig. 2 is capable of improving the transmission of torque along the elongate shaft when torqued (see col. 5, lines 50-67); 
and where adjacent raised shapes are separated (see col. 4, lines 30-35) when the shaft is not being torqued and where at least two 
adjacent raised shapes are inherently capable of moving toward one another when the shaft is torqued. Accordingly, the above noted 
reference is still considered to read on claims 1,5,12 and 23-24. The examiner thanks the applicant has been clarify the 112, first 
rejections of claims 1,5,12 and 23-24. Therefore, the examiner has removed all prior 112, first rejections. Furthermore, attached is the 
non-approval of the formal drawings that applicant submitted on 12/27/2001. 
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
